VENICE — Deregulation of the 
cable telévision industry scheduled 
in Januiaty 1987 probably will pro- 
ducé sore Ghariges in local cable TV 
operations, Said Robert J. Owen, 
group Viee president of Cencom 
Cable Associates. 

Owen appeared Tuesday night 
before the City Council requesting 
transfer of the franchise agreement 
from Southwestern Cable TV Ltd., to 
Cencom Cable Associates of 
Chesterfield, Mo. 

CENCOM -CURRENTLY serves 
about 90,000 sfibscribers in_the St. 
‘Louis County area, Owen said. 

First Carolina Communications, 
parent company of Southwestern 
Cable TV Ltd., has entered into an 
agreement with Cencom for the sale 
of its cable TV’system 

Twenty-two municipalities in 
which Southwestern ~ Cable holds 
franchise rights still must decide if 
they will approve the changeover, 
Owen said:

Waiting 


It is crucial to ize that the 
shameful treatment of Mrs. King 
represented far more than just a 
snub of a single individiual. It 
represented a wholesale rejection of 
the pathway of nonviolence 
epitomized by Mrs. King’s late hus- 
band- — a rejection by the very 
groups that the anti-apartheid move- 
ment in this country urge us to sup- 
port, namely the United Democratic 
Front and the African National 
Congress. 

These two groups have been 
depicted in the American media as 
the moral progeny of Martin Luther 
King. But they have turned out in- 
stead to be the philosophical 
brothers of Malcolm X and Louis 
Farrakhan. 

They not only accept the use of 
violence in South Africa, they en- 
courage it. 

Take last year’s bombing of a 
crowded shopping center just before 
Christmas. The explosion killed 
three children, two women and 
maimed 48 others. The African Na- 
tional Congress guerrilla who admit- 
ted he planted the bomb was @x- 
ecuted earlier’ this month — along 
with two other guerrillas who ex- 
ecuted a fellow ANC member-who 
they thought had. “betrayed the 
revolution.”” The ANC guerrilla who 
planted the bomb in the shopping 
center was unrepentant. “I hope 
other comrades will take up where 
we left off,” he said before his death. 

One might think. that even the 
most virulent opponents of. apar- 
theid would not condone such people. 
Wrong. Rev. Sol Jacobs, assistant 
general secretary. of the South 
African Council of Churches, prais- 
ed the executed guerrillas as “three 
more casualties in the struggle for 








freedom Many more will make 
sacrifice: ind many more will have 
to die. The United Democratic” -

Pentagon mishandles hazardous waste 


WASHINGTON — One of the coun- 
try’s biggest producers of hazardous ,) 
waste is exempt from federal regula- 
tions for disposal of the poisonous 
material. The Pentagon generates 
tons of radivactive. biological “and 
_chemical garbage, yet-its-waste-dis- 
posal is not monitored .by the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency or oth- 
er government watchdog agencies 

It's hardly surprising. then, that the 
Defense- Department's handling of 
dangerous waste material “leaves 
much to be desired. Disposal costs 
have skyrocketed from $4 million in 
1982 to more than $88 million this 
year — and will total more than $3 
billion over the next five years. The 
Pentagon’s own inspector general 
had this to say about the way the pro 
gram is working 

“The Department of Defense is not 
in full compliance with the Resource 
Conservation and Recovery Act and 
other environmiental laws and regula- 
tions. ... Overall management of haz- 
ardous materials/hazardous waste is 
unsatisfactory The hazardous 
waste disposal contracting procedure 
is inefficient, at times ineffective, 
and costly. Training and education of 
hazardous materi? handlgfs, super- 
visors and comm: lers is 
inadequate.” 

The inspector general's. blistering 
critique was based on inspections of 
39 military bases in the continental 
United States and 33 facilities in Ha- 
waii, Guam and seven foreign coun- 
tries. Our associate Donald Goldberg 
obtained a copy of the closely held re- 
port. Here are the highlights: 

— There exists no comprehensive 
policy on handling toxi¢ wastes. “The 
DOD approach that ‘the military ser- 
vices know best what they need’ is 
causing fragmented management.” 
the inspector general stated 

— The one guideline followed by 


the brass was issued in 1980 — and

— Military officers routinely allow 
dangerous materials to be stored in 
facilities that don’t me¢t federal stan- 
dards for private industry 

— “Qualified engineering. scientif- 
ic and environmental specialists” are 
in short supply at the Defense Depart- 
ment, partly due to budgetary re- 
straints. “Public law, public interest, 
hazardous-waste-program emotional 
impact, personal liability of the in- 
stallation commander, etc., will not 
allow DOD hazardous, material/ha- 
zardous waste staffing requirements 
to be ignored,” the inspector general 
warned. “Qualified engineering and 
scientific personnel must be em- 
ployed full time.” 

Waste disposal overseas pre- 
sents a complex set of problems. In 
South Korea and the Philippines, for 
example, there might be a ready 
market for surplus paints, solvents 
and other potentially dangerous ma- 
terial, but in Japan it is impossible to 
sell virtually anything of that nature 
made in the United States. The result 
is that the U.S. military must arrange 
for other disposal of such material in 
Japan. 

All the U.S. bases in the Pacific 
have trouble getting rid of such items 
as lithium batteries, ammunition

but not a duplication of services,” 
Ewing said. 

Vest was angered that Alton 
Memorial would be considered for 
an MRI when he was offering a’still- 
new unit to the community. 

“We already have an MRL.in the 
area that is not being utilized,”’ he 
said. “Bringing in another one would 
be an unnecessary duplication of 
services and would probably just 
end up in a price war.” 

David Ollenbittle, technical 
manager of Alton’ Memorial’s 
medical imaging department, 
disagreed. 

“This community has shown a 
great enough need for a cost- 
effective MRI,” Ollenbittle -said. 
“Between Alton and Granite City, 
there will be a large enough volume 
to justify another MRI in the area. 

Vest accused doctors in the Alton 
area of running unnecessary tests on 
patients and referring thejr patients 
to St. Louis for MRI scans to avoid 
using the MRI at the Doctor’s Clinic. 

“If we have such a need in the 
area, why am I only doing four or 
five scans a day, when we are equip- 
ped to do 15?” Vest said. ‘‘Of those 
we're doing, only about one every 
two weeks is from Alton. They rest 
are from out of town.” 

St. Louis hospitals with MRIs were 
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unable to provide any statistics on 
usage by Alton-area patients. 

Ollenbittle said the doctors 
operating out of Alton Memorial 
refer patients to MRIs throughout 
the area without favoritism. 


He also insisted that the com- ~ 


munities in Alton and Granite City 
have shown the need for what he 
said the hospitals are prepared to of- 
fer — the most cost-effective MRI 
available for the patient. 

Ollenbittle claimed that because 
Alton Memorial would be leasing 
rather than purchasing a unit, it will 
be able to,run the scans for an 
average of $600. 

Ollenbittle said he doesn’t expect 
any difficulties with the public hear- 
ing or with the review from the Il- 
linois Health Facilities: Planning 
Board, which would receivé a 
recommendation from’the Depart- 
ment of Public Health sometime in 
December. 

Ewing said the hearing will allow 
anyone concerned with Alton 
Memorial's request to make com- 
ments on the subject. 

“One of the criteria for the depart- 
ment’s review concerns community 
support," he said. “If large numbers 
of people voice disapproval, that is 
certainly something we would pay 
particular attention to.”
